According to KVOTERKA, P. NOVIX 
discussed the recession in the United States, the four million 
unemployed, McCarthyism and anti-Semitic outbursts, defacing 
aynagogues and temples, etc. 


25 January~--"Firet Days in Moscow", in which writer com- 
ments on the ‘miracle of reconstruction" and “pash forward’ 
which he noticed in Moscow. 


4 February--An article by a PERTSOVSEI entitled "P. NOVIK's 
Visit in Leningrad’. The writer describes subject's meeting 
with Jewish writers and artists in Leningrad. He singles out 
Tankhum KAPLAN, a Soviet-Jewieh painter. (It is interesting 
te note that upon his return home, P. NOVIK arranged an ex- 
hibition of Tankhum KAPLAN's paintings in New York. } 
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5 February--"Soviet Jews Are Asking, Are They Crasy?7". 

in this article date-lined Leningrad, 14 January, the writer 
discusses the alleged indignation of Seviet Jews in connection 
with published reports in the Western press about persecution 
of the Jewish religion in the Soviet Union. 


il ¥ebruary--"The Frightful Soviet Book About Israel". In 
this article subject denounces as Les aliegations in the New 
York Jewish press that the Communist newspaper "Pravda 
published an anti-American and anil-lsrael article. 


15 Pebruary--"'A Volume of Sholom ALEICHEM's Works to 
Appear Soon in Mescow’. (NOTE: Sholom ALEICHEM iga 
famous Jewish writer whose 100th birthday anniversary has 
been receatly celebrated throughout the world.) Subject wishes 
to impress the readers that Sholom ALEICHEM is highly re- 
garded in the USSR and that a volume of his works in Yiddish 
is soon to be published. In a second article in the same tssue 
entitled ‘Peace on Higher Level" writer discusses Soviet 
peace alms. He also quotes reviews in the Soviet press of 

a book by Coriisa LAMONT demouncing US rearmament. 


16 February--"Special Sholom ALEICHEM Stamp Appeared 
in the USSR" 


22 February--"The Victory of Secialiem". In this article 
subject reports on the 2st Communist Party Congress. 


23 Februsry--In an article dated 15 February, subject denies 
allegations by "Ferward" (anti-Communist Yiddish daily pub- 
lished in New York) that the Soviet press aitacka Israel and 
America. Subject flatly states that he has not seen auch 
articles. 


27 February--In an article fram Moscow dated 12 February, 
subject denies statements by the Jewish Labor Committee 
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made to MIKOYAN during the latter's visit in the United States. 
These statements dealt with anti-Jewish outbursts in the USSR. 


14) 2 March--A cabled article describing the celebration of the 
Sholom ALEICHEM birthday anniversary in Moscow. 


18) 15 March--"The Seviet Land Expands Beyond Ite Historic 
Boarders". In this article writer extols the achievements of 
Soviet economy. 


16) 17 March--This issue contains an announcement on & new 
series of articles by NOVIK shout Jews in the Soviet Union. 


17) 19 March--A cable fram Romania discussing Jewish cultural 
achievements. 


18) 22 March--'Jews in the Soviet Union". In this article subject 
points out the large number of Jews residing in Minsk, 
Leningrad and Moscow. He further mentions a number of 
hooks by Jewish writers which were recently published. He 
indicates that the Jews he talked to had told him that their 
survival from the Hitler massacre was only due to the active 
assistance rendered by the Soviet government.

20) 24 March--"The So-Called Facts of Anti-Semitiam in the 
Light of Truth’. In this article subject once more denies 
allegations of Soviet anti-Semitism.

In this 
article writer mentions that he met in Moscow J. PORTNOY, 
a former New York resident.

Subject praises the social security and pension systems in the 
USSR. 
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i April--"What Happens When a Person Gets Sick?". Subject 
praises Soviet socialized medicine. 


§ April~--" Yiddish Concerts. Subject relates about the con- 
certa in the Yiddish language which he attended in Moscow. 
He mentions several actora and singers. 


6 April.-"With Soviet-Yiddish Writers". Is this article sub- 

ject mentions meeting SH. HALKIN, Z. VENDROW, A. VERGELIS, 
S. RABINOVICH and others. Even though writer does not say

12 April--"What Happened in Romania?'"'. Writer discusses 
the plight of Romanian Jews during the Hitler regime. He 
states that the Red Army saved the remaining four hundred 
thousand Jews from being annihilated by the Nazis. In the 
same tasue there is an article in the English supplement en- 
titled 'Writera in the Soviet Union". 


13 April--"What Are the Real Reasons Behind the Attacks on 
Romania?". Subject refutes allegations of anti-Semitiam in 
Romania. 


14 April--An article describing a visit with Jewish actors in 
the city of Jassi, Romania. 


Subject states that most of the 
18 thousand Jews living in Jasei are speaking Yiddigh; they 
have a Jewish state theater and Yiddish achools.

19 April--"The Ghetto Days in Wareaw", a slanted article 
implying that the leaders of the Warsaw ghetto uprising were 
Communist sympathizers.

Writer des- 
eribes life in Bucharest, Romania. 


21 April--"An Open Letter to United Press International". 
In this article dated Warsaw, 6 April, subject aeserts that 
a news item of UPI concerning attacks by the newspaper 
'*Pravda" on Israel and Zionism ia false. He stresses that 
the problem of Israel and anti-Semitism is being used by 
those who wish to prolong the cold war. 


26 April--"'The Guardians of Polish-Jewish Life ' 


27 April--In an article from Warsaw, subject discusses a 
book dealing with the Warsaw ghetto. 


29 April--"A Date to Remember". Subject discusses cele- 
bration of the anniversary of the Warsaw ghetto uprising. 


i May--"In the City of Warsaw". In this article dated 
i5 April, subject emphasizes the upsurge of the Yiddish lan- 
guage and the existence of Yiddish schools in Poland. 


8 June--"People and Streets in Tel-Aviv". In this article 
apparently the firet in a series from Israel, subject criti- 
cimes the present Israeli Government. 


9 June--"'On the Roads of Israel". Impressions of writer's 
visita to various localities in Iarae;, 
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10 June--"'Kibutzim in Israel" Subject discusses the agricul - 
tural settlements in Israel, highly critical of the Ben-Gurion 
government.
